Chief  Justice  Dorton,  of  the  Prov¬ 
ince  of  Quebec,  passed  away  on 
Saturday  last,  after  a  brief  illness.  He 
was  a  Liberal  of  the  best  type,  was 
Minister  of  Justice  in  Mackenzie's 
time,  and  was  knighted  in  1877.  As 
a  judge  he  was  strictly  impartial,  and 
the  Province  loses  one  of  it!  best  men 
by  the  death  of  Antoine  Aime  Dorion. 
For  years  Sir  Antoine  was  the  leader 
of  the  Quebec  Liberals  in  politics.  He 
was  regarded  as  the  soul  of  honor  and 
integrity.  In  debate  he  was  eloquent 
and  forcible.  By  precept  and  example 
Sir  Antoine  did  his  utmost  to  promote 
purity  and  honesty  in  public  lile. 
From  him  Mr.  Laurier  imbibed  those 
bioad,  generous  and  upright  views 
which  are  now  the  chief  attributes 
of  the  Liberal  leader's  character.  In 
1874  Sir  Antoine  retired  from  his 
position  as  minister  of  justice  in  Mr. 
Mackenzie's  administration  and  from 
public  life,  to  accept  the  office  of  chief 
just.ee  of  the  Court  of  Queen’s  Bench. 

Notwithstanding  the  strong 
position  that  Reformers  havo  1 
and  again  given  to  Sir  John  A.  Mac¬ 
donald  and  some  of  his  legislation, 
when  the  news  spread  abroad  that  he 
was  apluted,  there  was  no  lack  of 
sympathy  on  their  part  for  the  renowned 
leader iof  the  Conservative  parly.  II 
anything  the  foremost  Reform  journals 
have  been  more  effusive  in  their  ex¬ 
pressions  of  sympathy  than  have  the 
parly  organs.  We  have  no  explana¬ 
tion  10  offer  lor  this  save  the  fact  that 
as  a  genial  gentleman  outside  of  poli- 
ncs^Sir  John  had  few  equals.  Largely 
he  was  indebted  for  the  supremacy  he 
has  so  long  enjoyed  to  this  fact.  With 
everyone  the  absorbing  topic  of  con¬ 
versation  is  the  conditi  in  ol  the 
piemier,  and  his  merits  elairp  far  more 
attention  than  will  be  die  case  some 
time  hence.  This  is  hardly  the  time 
to  go  into  probabilities  as  to  the  future, 
although  many  are  so  doing— it  being 
a  matter  of  considerable  moment  as 
to  who  shall  succeed  Sir  John.  The 
one  wish  of  all  Reformers  seems  to  be 
ihat  Sir  John  should  live  10  direct  the 
policy  ol  a  party  which  is  fast  losing 
its  hold  upon  the  country.

While  yielding  to 
none  in  our  reverence  and  admiration 
for  the  ojie ratio  production  of  the  great 
coiiqiosorH,  from  Mozart  to  Wagner  we 
may  lie  i>ermitted  to  wish  that  some 
new  work  might  bo  forthcoming,  e^gen» 
tially  modern  in  its  scope  and  quality, 
and  thereby  answering  more  completely 
to  tlie  requirements  of  modern  culture, 
It  would  indeed  be  a  matter  of  congrat¬ 
ulation  wero  such  a  work  to  claim  an 
American  origin!”

Characteristics  of  Camilla's  Greatest  Poli¬ 
tician— Sketch  of  a  Wonderful  Life— 
Wherein  Lay  the  Secret  of  Ills  Tower 
—  In  Harness  TUI  the  Last— Sorrow  In 
the  Death  Chamber  at  Earnscllffe— The 
Turmoil  of  the  House  of  Common* 
Silenced  When  the  News  Is  Announced. 

Toronto,  Juno  8.— At  the  present  moment 
I  u. ni.  Wednesday,  tho  bodshlo  of  Sir  John  is 
unrounded  by  weary  and  anxious  friends, 
who  aio  momentarily  expecting  tho  entranco 
of  the  Messenger  of  Death  with  his  dread 
summons.  Before  these  lines  ure  weu  in 
print  the  end  will  probubly  have  arrived,  and 
the  great  and  much-loved  Hir  John  will  have 
become  a  matter  of  history.  The  latest 
oulletin  says  the  desperate  strgggle  with 
death  is  all  but  over. 

The  First  Intimation  in  the  House. 

On  Friday  night  last  the  Commons  was 
mgaged  in  a  flerco  |»arty  conflict.  The  con¬ 
duct  of  Hir  Charles  Tuppor  during  the  recent 
elections  was  tho  occasion  of  vehement  phll- 
lipics  from  (he  mouths  of  LiberuT  leaders. 
I’he  heat  and  clamor  of  the  scene  was  sudden¬ 
ly  broken  in  upou  by  an  ominous  silence.  A 
joto  had  been  banded  to  Hir  Hector  Ivmgeviu. 
He  passed  It  to  Mr.  Foster,  who  read  it  and 
handed  it  to  Mr..  Bowell.  Theuce  it  (Missed  to 
Sir  John  Thompson,  who  gave  it  to  Mr.  Hag- 
jailand  heand  Mr.  Dowdnoy  read  it  together. 
It  went  on  to  Hir  Adolphe  and  thence  to  Mr.  C. 
II.  Tupjier.  The  faces  of  the  Ministers  showed 
that  the  letter  contained  distressing  news,  and 
it  was  evident  that  the  sjiooeb  of  Mr.  Mackin¬ 
tosh,  who  had  tho  floor,  fell  upon  dull  oars 
j  within  the  circle  of  tho  Cabinet.  All  day  the 
1  lubject  of  the  Premier's  condition  had  Iwen 
in  many  mouths,  and  the  bulletins  from 
J  EnmsclifTe  were  sought  with  eager  interest. 
I  During  much  of  tho  day  the  report  current 
was  that  his  condition  was  oasier  aud  tho  pros¬ 
pect  hopeful.  This  was  tho  first  bulletin  is-

under  Are.  Mr.  Paterson  of  Brant  spoke 
in  the  debate  and  asked  Sir.  John  if  Sir 
Charles  told  the  truth  to  a  Kingston  audience 
when  he  said  tho  Premier  had  sent  for  him  to 
come  over  and  help  in  the  elections.  “Well, 
Mr.  Speaker,”  Sir  John  replied,  aud  bis  air 
was  as  jaunty  as  in  his  stronger  days,  al¬ 
though  his  voice  at  times  was  almost  inaud¬ 
ible,  "I  cannot  resist  the  seductive  tones  of 
my  hon.  friend,  aud  I  may  auswer  him  that 
Hir  Charles  Tupper  did  go  there  at  my  re¬ 
quest,  and  ho  made  the  si>eeeh  at  my  instance, 
nnd  I  fancy  that  his  speech  must  have  had  a 
considerable  influence,  because  in  the  previous 
election  I  was  elected  by  a  majoriy  of  seven¬ 
teen,  aud  after  Sir  Charles  tnudo  this  speech 
I  was  elected  by  a  majority  that  only  wanted 
17  of  500.  You  »eo  I  was  wise  in  my  gener¬ 
ation  in  asking  Hir  Charles  to  go  there  and 
make  a  tqieech  for  me.” 

“You  would  have  been  wiso  if  you  had 
stopped  him  at  that  poiut,”  Mr.  Paterson 
said. 

Hir  John  went  on: — “I  will  go  a  little  fur¬ 
ther,  and  I  will  say  that  Hir  Charles  Tapper 
came  out  from  England  to  give  us  the  ad¬ 
vantage  of  bis  skill  and  influence  at  ray  spe¬ 
cial  request.” 

Tho  last  words  ho  spoke  from  the  place 
which  he  has  occupied  for  thirteen  years  were 
■iubsequont  to  his  replies  to  Mr.  Paterson  when 
to  Mr.  McMullen  who  asked  tho  object  of 
bringing  out  the  High  Commissioner,  he  said.- 
—“I  have  already  stated  what  I  asked  him  out 
for.”  Hir  John  on  that  Friday  night  did  not 
remain  until  tho  House  adjourned.  When  he 
moved  past  tho  Hpoakor’s  chair  that  night  he 
was  | Missing  through  the  doors  of  Parliament 
for  tho  last  time. 

HU  Last  Days. 

Hir  John  attended  the  House  on  twelve  of 
the  nineteen  days  on  which  it  bos  mot  during 
this  session  although  in  many  ca*o*tbe  at¬ 
tendance  was  only  for  a  few  minutes.  He  was 
at  the  opening  of  this  the  third  Parliament 
under  the  present  Administration.  He  movod 
the  election  of  Mr.  Peter' White  as  Speaker 
making  in  connectio^tberewith  somo  flatter¬ 
ing  roferonces  to  his  career  in  the  House.  On

Tho  Kpeechee  wero  keen  and  vigorous,  and  the 
applause  was  frequent  and  hearty,  reaching 
at  times  to  tho  height  of  enthusiasm.  Outside 
in  the  lobbie  there  was  a  groat  throng  of  go*- 
wipers  and  promonaders,  when,  liko  a  cruel 
blow,  camothis  bulletin,  which  was  posted  up 
on  one  of  the  pillars  by  tho  Commons  jiost- 
offlee  at  i».80  o’clock: — 

“Eauncljfkk,  Hp.in.— Sir  John  Macdonald 
mffered  a  relapse  while  I  was  with  him  at  4.15. 
He  is  quite  conscious  at  present,  but  hiscopdi- 
lion  is  most  critical.

In  a  moment  the  bulletin  was  surro.'ruloU, 
Signs  of  grief  wero  upon  every  countenance. 
Sympathetic  glances  and  sympathetic  words 
were  exchanged  by  political  friend  and  politi¬ 
cal  foe.  Tho  sad  mossago  (low  from  lip  to 
lip  into  the  press  room,  into  committee 
rooms,  into  tho  party  headquarters,  into  the 
chamber  and  into  tho  eager  galleries.  A 
few  minutes  later  the  ominous  message,  whoso 
pussage  from  Minister  to  Minister  has  just 
beep  described,  was  made  public,  os  follows: — 
“  I  have  just  seen  Sir  John  in  consultation. 
Hi*  epeech  is  gone.  Tho  hemorrhage  has  ex¬ 
tended  to  the  brain.  His  condition  is  quite 
helpless.  (Signed)  R.  W.  Powell.”

Ministers  the  House  had  sunk  into  i 
qnletei  ntssto,  while  Mr.  Mack¬ 
intosh  road  nowspapor  extracts  incidental  to 
the  line  of  his  argument.  Hir  John  Tbonqwon 
passed  down  to  tho  seat  liesidu  Mr.  Foster, 
near  the  dying  leader's  chair,  and  then  the 
Ministers  on  the  front  Ixmcbos  whispered  to¬ 
gether  for  a  moment.  An  intimation  was 
conveyed  to  Mr.  Mackintosh  to  cease  speak¬ 
ing,  and  the  chamber  roused  to  anxious  in¬ 
terest  as  Hir  Hector  Ixingeviu  rose  in  his 
place.  There  were  marks  of  sorrow  on  his 
face  and  his  voice  was  low  toned  and  tremu¬ 
lous  as  he  told  tho  House  tho  intelligence, 
which  seemed  to  be  giveu  nddbional  gravity 
by  its  announcement  in  Parliament. 

Stm slmg  beside  the  vacant  chair  of  tho 
Premier,  Hir  Hector  said: 

“Mr.  Hoeaker, — We  have  known  that,  for 
tho  last  few  days  tho  Premier  lnw  been  lying 
ill  at  his  residence.  I  have  tho  puiuful  duty 
tlo  announce  to  the  House  thut  the  news  from 
Earnscliffe  just  received  in  that  the  First 
Minister  Ims  Imd  n  relapse  and  that  he  is  in  a 
most  critical  condition.  We  have  reports 
from  the  medical  men  in  attendance  on  tho 
night  hon.  gentleman,  and  they  do  not  seem 
td  believe  that  ho  can  live  many  hours  longer. 
Under  these  circumstances  I  will  move,  sec¬ 
onded  by  Mr.  l^aurier,  that  this  debate  be 
now  adjonrned.” 

When  Mr.  Ixiurier  rose  all  eyes  wore  turn¬ 
ed  towards  him. 

“Mr.  Speaker,”  he  said,  "under  such 
sad  circumstances  it  is  a  painful  duty 
for  me  to  second  the  motion  of  the  bon. 
gentleman.  Tho  country  will,  of  course,  be 
shocked  to  hear  the  sad  news,  and  I  am  sure 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  proceed  with  busi¬ 
ness  further.  I  second  the  motion.” 

Sir  Hector  then  moved  tho  adjournment  of 
the  House,  seconded  by  Mr.  Laurier.  The 
members  moved  hurriedly  from  their  places 
and  around  Sir  Hector  to  question  him  whe¬ 
ther  he  had  any  further  intelligence  and  then 
stood  about  ingroups  and  in  subdued  voice* 
talked  of  the  news.  Tho  voice  of  criticism 
was  hushed  and  human  brotherhood  reigned. 
Up  to  miilnight  the  telegraph  offices  were 
crowded,  and  messages  were  flashed  from 
end  to  end  of  the  Dominion,  across  tho  con¬ 
tinent  and  by  cable  to^En  gland. 

Hir  John’s  Last  Discussion. 

The  question  upon  which  Sir  John  last 
£oke  in  the  House  was  the  subject  of  the  de¬ 
bate  which  was  adjourned  by  the  news  of  his 
approaching  death.  It  was  late  on  Friday 


uniform  with  its  broad,  gold  embroidery  cov¬ 
ering  his  breast  and  around  his  shoulder*  the 
insignia  of  the  G.  C.  B.  His  first  speech  of  the 
session  was  on  the  day  after  the  formal  open¬ 
ing.  The  subject  was  the  dissolution  of  the 
last  Parliament,  and  It  was  made  in  reply  to 
Mr.  Ixiurier  and  Mr.  Mills.  That  wan  on  a 
Friday  and  Hir  John  remained  in  the  Hon  e 
until  the  adjournment  at  1 1  o’clock.

During  tho  second 
ho  was  only  there  one  day.  Tho  third  week 
he  attonded  overy  day,  but  last  week  ho  was 
not  able  to  leave  Earnscliffo.  The  Premier's 
illness  reully  dates  from  early  in  the  year,  but 
ho  only  disappeared  from  public  view  on  Fri¬ 
day  tho  'hind.  On  Sunday  he  became  seriously 
ill.  On  Wednesday  night  the  pkjHiclan 
slept  at  Earnscliffe.  Thursday  night  tho 
patient  was  mending  and  siopt  well  at  night, 
o  much  so  that  Lady  Macdonald,  who  had 
been  up  all  the  night  before,  retired  to  lied, 
and  only  occassionally  went  in  to  see  how 
Hir  John  was  resting.  I)r.  Powell  arrived 
early  Friday  morning  and  found  tho  Premier 
much  improved.  Sir  John  slept  well  anil 
rose  nnd  took  somo  beef  tea  for  breakfast. 
He  spent  a  jiortion  of  the  morning  dictating 
a  few  letters  on  public  matters  to  his  private 
secretary,  Mr.  Joseph  Pope.  He  was  doing  a 
little  work  all  day.  He  was  weak,  but  Mr. 
Pope  states  that  his  mlud  was  perfectly  clear. 
"Iu  fact,”  added  Mr.  Pope,  "he  was  the  satin* 
man.”  More  than  this,  during  the  day  the 
Premier  discussed  public  policy  and  tactic*. 
the*o  things  finding  the  foremost  place  In  his 
mind.  At  4  o’clock  Dr.  Powell  arrivod  and 
found  his  patient  sitting  up  and  feeling  bet¬ 
tor.  Ho  was  telling  the  doctor  how  he  felt 
and  what  nourishment  ho  was  taking.  The 
doctor  had  hold  of  his  hand,  when  stuldouly 
and  without  warning  the  terribe  stroke  de¬ 
scended.  Tho  featurers,  so  familiar  to  all, 
became  white  and  sot,  and  Hir  John  fell  back 
in  the  awful  embrace  of  paralysis.  The  alarm 
wo*  given  and  messengers  were  despatched 
for  two  consulting  physicians,  Hir  James 
Grant  aud  Dr.  Henry  P.  Wright,  who  arrived 
quickly  at  tho  bedside  of  the  unconscious 
Minister.  This  was  between  4  aud  5  o’clock.

IN  THE  DEATH  CHAMBER 

An  Anxious  Day  for  tho  Weary  Watchers 
wt  Hir  John's  ItadslUe. 

Ottawa,  June  8.— The  vitality  of  the 
Premier  has  been  something  amazing.  His 
physicians  declared  days  ago  that  he  could 
not  survive  more  than  a  fow  hours.  Yet  he 
awakened  yesterday  apparently  better 
than  when  he  went  td  sleep.  Aided  by  the 
cool  weather  he  actually  seemed  to 
improve. 

F.Htow'urrz,  0  a.m.— 8lr  John  passed  the  night 
composedly  and  comfortably  without  any  draw¬ 
back  The  several  period*  of  serious  depres¬ 
sions  that  occurred  throughoutyesterdny  have 
not  been  repeated  since  i>  o'clock  fast  night.  As 
1  write  this  bulletin  he  is  sleeping.

His  First  Sent  I11  parliament. 

In  1844  Mr.  Macdonald  was  elected  to 
.vp resent  Kingston  in  tho  second  legislature 
inder  the  union,  defeating  Mr.  Manaban.  He 
Altered  Parliament  at  a  very  trying  time. 
Sir  Charles  Metcalfe,  tho  now  Governor- 
general,  had  come  freighted  with  notions  of 
luthority  imbibed  in  India  and  Jamaica,  and 
was  not  disposed  to  submit  to  dictation  by  a 
Canadian  House.  A  quarrel  with  the 
ministry  resulted  over  Homo  appointments 
to  office  and  the  latter  resigned.  The 
historical  battle  for  responsible  govern¬ 
ment  followed,  in  which  the  Conservatives 
found  themselves  by  hereditary  duty  called 
upon  to  support  the  Governor-General.  The 
young  member  for  Kingston  showed  his 
great  tact  by  withstanding  tho  strong  tomp- 
tation  to  break  himself  on  the  wheel.  Hu  did 
not  plunge  with  premature  impetuosity,  os 
most  young  members  do,  into  the  debates  of 
the  House.  His  first  speech  was  a  bold  one 
—in  reply  to  Hon.  Robert  Baldwin— but  it 
did  him  credit. 

In  May,  1847,  ho  was  selected  by  Attorney- 
General  Draper  for  tho  vacant  office  of  Re¬ 
ceiver-General,  who  said:  “Your  turn  has 
come  ot  last,  Macdonald.”  Very  soon  he  as- 
sumod  the  management  of  the  Crown  Lands 
Department,  which  win  in  a  very  topsy-turvy 
stair,  and  with  surprising  speed  brought  it 
under  "business  methods. 

Mix  Years  in  Opposition. 

On  the  defeat  of  tlio  Draper  Ministry  in 
1848  by  Mr.  Baldwin  and  Mr.  Lafoutuino  tho 
stirring  limes  took  on  more  stirring  guise, 
but  Mr.  Macdonald  was  conspicuous  for  his 
wist'  attitude.  Hix  years  in  Opposition  af¬ 
forded  him  valuable  discipline,  and  when  lie 
again  sat  on  the  Government  t'uncUos  there 
was  but  a  single  antagonist  lu  tho  Houso  for 
whom  bo  wo*  not  a  full  match.  While  in 
Opposition  ho  opposed  tho  reform  of  King  s 
College  and  the  Rebellion  I*mso*.  Bill.  It  was 
an  Insecure  period  for  governments,  and  the 


Premier  was  motionless  as  a  statue.  The 
Speaker  then  put  the  resolution  and  it  was 
rated  down  by  a  majority  of  81,  V 
Too  Weighty  to  lie  Ignored. 

Such  weight}-  charges,  however,  could  not 
drop  thus.  Nor  was  it  to  be  so.  Next  day 
in  the  house  Sir  John  Macdonald  gave  notice 
?f  a  motion,  which  was  passed  on  the  8th  of 
April,  to  the  effect: 

That  a  soloct  committee  of  five  members  be

•eport  upon  the  several  matters  contained

a«xl  bo  to  sit  after  tho  prorogation  of  >‘«irlia- 
siont. 

Tho  committee  was  composed  of  Messrs 
dlauchet,  Blake,  Dorion.  Mac  lonald  and 
Cameron.  The  committee  got  powte*»i<m  of 
wme  important  documents,  and  wmio  of  tlio.o 
vere  published  in  the  Montreal  Herald.  They 
were  letters  ami  telegrams  sent  by  Sir  Hugh 
Allan  to  two  CUicagd  gontlemen  — Georgo 
W.  McMullen  and  Charles  M.  Smith. 
In  more  than  one  of  thtwo  Hir  Hugh 
ipoko  of  an  ex)>emlitiiro  of  $800,000 
In  promoting  the  is. nemo  to  secure 

‘.ho  contract  for  building  the  Canadian 
Pacific.  Later  still  telegrams  of  Hir  John 
Macdonald,  Sir  George  15.  Cartier,  Sir  Hec¬ 
tor  Langovin  uud  other  members  of  tho 
Ministry  were  produced,  which  showed  thut 1 
these  gentlemen  had  drawn  for  large  sums  of 
tnonoy  for  election  purposes.  These  docu¬ 
ments  were  so  incriminating  thut  Lord 
Dufferin,  the  Governor-General,  dctermine(|| 
to  hold  an  extra  session  of  Parliament,  lx>- 
ginuing  August  13,  lb?J.  Ncvorthclo  s,  the 
House  only  met  to  prorogue.  The  committee 
was  discharged  and  tho  w  hole  matter  reforr- 
ton  Royal  Commission  consisting  of  three 
lodges.  The  commissioners  were  Judges 
Day,  Rolette  and  Go  wan. 

Nothing  Could  Have  Mir  John. 

Parliament  met  again  on  October  23  Tho 
report  of  tho  Royal  Commission  was  laid  lx>- 
foro  it.  It  was  j>erlmps  the  most  memorable 
wssioo  of  tho  Canadiuu  Partin  m*  ntever  held. 
The  attack  on  Hir  John  Macdonald  begun  at 
once,  aud  some  of  the  ablest  sinhs  Iics  ever 
hoard  on  the  floor  distinguished  if.

The  Reform  wing  which  coalesced 
with  tbo  ( 'oiiHorvotlvos  in  the  light  wan  panned 
over  in  tbo  House  and  the  defeated  wing 
joined  t lu*  ( 'onservative*  in  a  Coalition 
Cabinet.  In  thU  McNab-Moriu  combination 
Mn  Macdonald  becawo  Attoruey-Goneral, 
and  grout  interest  was  excited  by  tfpecu- 
j  luting  an  to  whether  tbo  Reform  or  Con- 
|  servative  oleinont  would  predominate.  That 
|  the  latter  prevailed  wan  chiefly  due  to 
I  the  tact  of  the  Attorney-General.  Sir  Allan 
1  MclVnb  wan  soon  relegated  to  the  sick  room 
'  and  John  A.  Macdonald  led  the  Ontario 
I  section  and  George  E.  Cartier  tho  Queboc 
section. 

Intrriirovlnriul  Troubles. 

Between  Upper  and  Lower  Canadt^thero 
was  n  growing  gulf  of  suspicion  and  damag¬ 
ing  distrust,  which  no  man  did  more  to 
1  remove  than  John  A.  Macdonald.  His  ro- 
markablo  personality  spanned  tho  rhastn  for 
a  long  period  and  prevented  complications 
the  outcome  of  which  can  scarcely  bo  sur¬ 
mised  at  this  (lay.  Discontent  was  every¬ 
where  and  public  sentiment  was  in  n 
dangerous  state  of  unrest.  Tho  Baufleld 
1  Macdonald  Government  came,  but  melted 
1  away  as  though  iu  ouo  night,  The  Tacho- 
1  Macdonald  (John  A.)  Administration  fol¬ 
lowed,  but  its  life  hung  iu  a  ticklish  balance 
all  its  days.  Another  coalition  followod,  in 
which  Gealrgo  Brown,  Oliver  Mowat  and 
William  McDougall  represented  tho  Reform¬ 
ers. 

Confederation  a  Fact. 

Ah  ldHtorians  will  tell,  it  was  8ir  John 
Macdonald  who  shaped  the  movement  for 
Confederation,  conducted  tho  negotiations 
in  the  Maritime  Provinces  and  in  England 
and  united  tho  best  energies  of  Canadian 
public  men  in  favor  of  the  great  achieve¬ 
ment.  Ibis  is  the  groatest  work  of  his  life. 
His  former  labors  lod  up  to  it,  his  afterwork 
was  made  up  of  vigorous  efforts  to  complete 
and  perfect  it.  He  was  called  upon  to  lead 
tho  first  Administration  aftor  Confederation

i  Immediately  after  the  general  olection  of 
I  IK7*J  Hlr  John  Macdonald  fell  on  evil  times 
Hardly  had  tho  election  concluded  before 
rumors  began  to  fly  about  to  the  effect  that 
!he  elections  hud  been  won  by  gross  corrup¬ 
tion.  There  was  nothing  romarkablo  in  this, 
is  it  is  the  common  cry  of  tho  defeated  party 
ifter  an  election.  But  in  this  case  tbo  cry 
nstmd  of  waning  as  time  elapsed  rather  in- 
Meased  and  grew  in  magnitude.  Tho  sub¬ 
stance  of  these  charges  was  that  Bir  John 
Macdonald  and  some  of  his  colleagues  had 
ftecepted  from  Bir  Hugh  Allan  large  sums  of 
noney,  which  had  been  used  in  corrupting 
k  Jbe  electorate  and  winning  their  way  back 
to  power.  It  will  be  remembered  that 
Sir  Hugh  Allan,  head  of  the  great  Allan 
Steamship  Line,  was  also  president  of  a 
company  which  proposed  to  buikl  the  rail¬ 
way  across  the  continent.  For  the  purpose 
&  >f  securing  the  return  of  Sir  John  Mac- 
ionald  and  his  friends,  who,  Sir  Hugh  real¬ 
ized,  would  be  more  favorable  to  his  proposals 
^  than  the  Opposition  would  be  llksly  to  be,  it 
was  said  that  the  great  steamship  owner  had 
at  subscribed  $800,000  to  the  campaign  fuuds- 
Bit  by  bit  the  evidence  on  this  point  accumu. 
1a ted.  Letters  were  published  that  had  been 
got  in  an  underhand  way,  but  the  first  real 
thunder  of  the  storm  was  heard  on  the  floor 
of  Parliament.  About  thirty  days  after  the 
first  session  of  the  second  parliament  bad  re¬ 
assembled  Lucius  Seth  Huntington,  a  member 
from  the  Province  of  Quebec,  stood  up  in  bis 
■*»  place  in  the  House  and  read  from  a  paper  in 
,d  hand  the  resolution,  which  has  since  be- 
11  come  historical,  calling  for  a  committee  of 
5  seven  members  to  investigate  the  charges. 

Mr.  Huntington  mersly  rsod  this  resolution 
r  without  further  comment.  There  was  a 
¥  moaxent  of  paififul  silence  In  the  House.  The

It  was  difficult  to  adequately  appreciate 
tho  weight  of  the  blow.  It  was  u  poor  end¬ 
ing  of  25 years  of  public  life.  It  would  have 
crushed  evon  nn  extraordinary  man.  Tho 
rapidity  with  which  he  recovered  from  its 
fffocts  and  once  more  leaped  into  public 
favor  and  to  power  remain  to  this  duy'  the 
historical  marvel  of  our  time. 

Fallen  Upon  Kvll  Days. 

Bir  John  Macdonald's  )>o)iUcaI  career  was 
closed,  so  everybody  said.  Ho  had  mined 
the  Conservative  party.  A  prohibition  was 
mode  to  depose  him  which  was  only  pre¬ 
vented  by  tho  plucky  opposition  of  a 
I  journalist,  who  stood  iu  tho  breach  and  re¬ 
minded  the  ingrates  who  would  have  knifed 
him  how  much  they  owed  to  their  old  loader. 
But  even  after  this  accoptanco^nud  endorse* 
matt  the  old  leader  endured  many  trials  anil 
mortifications.  Tho  Liberals  were  delighted 
at  the  action  of  their  opponents.  They  felt 
|  assured  that  tho  man  whom  they  described 
I  'is  thrice  guilty  would  have  too  heavy  a  load 
!  to  carry.  There  was  no  denying  the  serious¬ 
ness  of  tho  ebargo  which  had  been  established 
^gainst  him.  The  Conservative  chief  tain  had 
his  defence,  which  it  has  more  than  once 
been  mysteriously  hinted  would  one  day 
be  given  to  tho  world,  but  in  tho  monntimo 
that  defence  could  not  bo  used.  Tlioro  is 
reason  to  believo  that  he  at  tiinea 
himself  considered  that  tho-  party 
would  bo  rslievod  of  a  burden  if 
ae  would  voluntarily  retire.  Indeed,  it  is 
a  fact,  although  not  generally  known,  that 
he  authorized  C.  H.  Mackintosh,  editor  of 
tbo  Ottawa  Citizen,  to  announce  his  retire¬ 
ment  from  public  lifo.  Mr.  Mackintosh,  who 
I  was  a  warm  follower  of  Hir  John  Macdonald, 
prevailed  on  him  to  delay  tho  announcement 
with  the  result  that  it  never  reached  the 
light. 

lteturned  to  the  Pructico  of  I.aw. 

Daring  this  period  of  eclipse  he  lived  in 
Toronto.  After  a  quarter  of  a  century  in 
public  life  ho  was  still  a  poor  man.  Ho  en¬ 
tered  once  more  on  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession  and  could  bo  seen  occasionally  iu  tho 
courts  at  Osgoode  Hall.  It  has  been  asserted 
that  in  the  darkest  of  those  days  some  fair 
weather  friends  who  thought  that  his  sun  had 
set  were  inclined  to  turn  tboir  backs  upon 
their  old-time  loader.  He  doubtless  realized 
to  tho  full  the  words  which  the  immortal 
bard  put  into  the  mouth  of  the  grout  curdiual 
who  huug  on  princes’  favors. 

But  slowly  the  tide  turned.  The  National 
Policy  wo*  evolved  and  a  Conservative  club, 
I  wiring  the  name  of  National,  was  roared 
largely  through  his  influence,  The 
matchless  politician  with  bis  trained 
finger  on  the  |ml>lic  pulse  read 
Its  very  heart  bent*  during  those  four  years 
of  opposition.  Tho  elections  of  1*78  caino  on 
and  every  body  knows  what  happened  on  that 
fateful  17th  of  September.  Tho  muu  who 
had  less  than  fivo  years  before  boon  hurled 
almost  ignominioubly  from  power  returned 
to  It  os  tho  chief  of  a  strong  and  exultant 
party. 

Of  Bir  John  Macdonald's  subsequent  eft 
roor  the  salient  points  are  wurin  iu  tho  public 
memory.  Hiuco  the  election  of  1878  he  has 
submitted  his  claims  throe  times  to  tho 
Canadian  jieople,  and  threo  times  they  Jiavo 
declared  him  to  bo  the  darling  son.  In  that 
period  two  great  measure*  stand  prominent¬ 
ly  forth— the  upbuilding  of  tho  National 
Policy  and  tho  construction  of  tlie  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway. 

Where  Lay  His  Power? 

The  question  has  often  boon  asked  wherein 
lay  his  power.  A  survey  of  tho  civilized 
world  fails  to  find  his  parallel.  During  the 
time  he  bos  held  powier  in  the  Dominion  the 
political  figures  have  chang'd  in  every 
capital  on  the  globe!  Men  have  come  and 
gone— arisen,  shone  and  subsided  into  dark- 
uses.  He  alone  grew  from  year  to  year  in 
the  peoples  affections  until  tho  spectacle 
was  afforded  of  a  statesman  in  a  froo  state 
exercising  all  the  powers  of  autocracy.  He 
was  continually  surrounded  by  able  men, 
men  who  exceeded  him  in  eloquence,  in 
learning,  in  power  of  intellect,  but  not  one 
of  them  thought  to  dispute  his  pre-eminence. 
Cartier,  Hincks,  Galt,  Tilley,  Tupper,  Howo 
Macdougall,  all  bowed  .to  his  spell  and  ac¬ 
knowledged  tho  master. 

It  would  be  difficult,  perhaps,  to  briefly, 
state  what  were  the  qualifications  and  facul 
ties  tbat  he  brought  Into  his  career,  but  the 
chief  of  them  seem  to  have  been  these;
